- 8 bearers,and their vnlearned cares, Hig im- 
preifions of malice are ſo ſtrong, and the 0- 
pinton conceiued of his owne ſufficiencic ſo 


ctrine. They haue mainteined it by the wozd -- 
of might and trueth againſt all the aduerſa⸗ 
ries in witing and folemne diſputation , as 

hath bin noted. And can they not now main⸗ 
teine it againſt one man, but of eight oz nine 
peeres ſtanding in his pꝛofeſſion, as litle in 
deede, as he is great in his owne conceipt: 
Yes , y meaneſt af many by p grace ol God 
—— ſhall pjenaple, And if 
our avuerſaries wyll looke into our defen- 
tes atreadp publiſhed , they ſhall ſee the de⸗ 
fence of our religion ſo great, and the cauſe 
lo manifeſt , that J may — ve theſe 
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geeat,that he vaunteth,ſaping, Iknow per- deere 
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Proteſtants liumg can mainteine their do- rk. omul- 
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woꝛdes againſt the chalenger on the other 
ſide, No one Jeſuite, no2 all the Jeluites 
liuing ſhall be able to anſwere that thaty 
witten, oz to rooce out that which is pla 
ted. We face not men downe in our pu 
pits (which is his foule repꝛoch againſt ow 
holy exerciſe of meaching) but wee labour 
by the powerfull woꝛde of God to hing al 
men to the knowledge and obedience ofthe 
trueth, As foꝛ our kingdome of Gramma- 
rians, àgaine J vnderſtande not his taunt, 
Mee pꝛayſe God fo2 the knowledge ofms 
ny tongues by many Grammers : and fo; 
the knowledge of Grammer , ——— 
into further vnderſtanding: and 
wee vle to the glozp of God, and the confi 
tation of pour religion. Jfhis taunt was to 
note, chat we want other good artes, c ham 
onely ſome ſwaye in Grammer, herein alſo 
he is gyltie of a falſe and ſpitefull accuſati 
on. Fo2 we can make pꝛoofe that the Lowe 
hath giuen vs of the ſpoiles of Egypt, of A 
rabia, of Jewry, and of Rome. But it may 
be henoteth it, that many nowe rule in the 
Church, chat in times paſt haue ruled one: 
ly in Grammer ſchooles. J graunt that 
ſome fewe ſuch are amongſt vs: but fuch 
Noſttable and ſufficient teachers of = 
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that it were pitie, they ſhoulde any moꝛe 
teache childzen. Nowe let vs paſſe from his 
[coffes,and come againe to his baunts. The 


Campmaſter hauing withRabſhaketh deni⸗ ng 15. 
td the arme of our God to be able to deliuer 


vs, and condemning our cauſe befoze it bee 
indited, docth notwichſtanding craue the 
combat with all and euery one of vs, offe- 
ring the beſt welcome to him that com- 
meth beſt furniſhed. J anſwere, Theſe are 
woes. The pzouerbe maketh it a vapne 
fight co fight with a ſhadowe : but wee haue 
not ſo much as his ſhadowe foꝛ a meaſure of 
the Champion, oz fo an argument that hee 
ts at hande, But as already he hath vauntey 
of the vniuerſalitie of his knowledge, ſo 
nowe he ſetteth out the vninerſalitteof his 


powers, making him ſelfe a monſter that 


bath infinite perſons to ſtand it out, infinite 
eares to heare , and infinite tongues to an⸗ 
ſwere all and euery Pꝛoteſtant. Can hee 
ſpeake wiſely in a ſuddẽ diſputatiõ, that vt⸗ 
terech folly in a pzemeditate and weightie 
letter : will he looke to win, that knoweth 
not how to make his match: The laſt point 
of v article is his pꝛoteſtatiũ of ioy to meete 
with no vnarmed enemie: but the better we 
come furniſhcd,the better welcome. We 


haue 
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haue nowe heard moꝛe then ynough of hig 
ſelfeliking: mote thẽ needed ol his chalẽge, 
wherin hitherto we finde nothing hard, but 
ranging — 
to finde him. Fo2 ſome will beare me wits 
neſſe, it is harder to finde him, then to an 
ſwere him when hee ts founde, But theſe 
woꝛdes are deliuered to dam credit to him 
ſelfe and his cauſe : alſo to calf diſcredit vps 
vs, and our religion:WUherein hedoeth ſtill 
_— the concluſion that ſhoulde be pꝛoo⸗ 

ued. It is not vnough foz a Jeſuite , oz fot 
the ozacle of the Jeluites to affirme, except 
poofes appearc, But we muſt carry till the 
Champton come to the liſtes, 

7 IJnthe ſeventh article he ſpeaketh good 
woꝛds # true, touching the ſingular graces 
ofGod, * he hath enriched her 
Maieſtie in noble giſtes of nature, learning 
& princely education. It is very wel if yqu 
thinke thus duetifully in your heartes, and 
ſpeake ſo reuerently of her Paielty abyoad, 
and in pour ſecret payers, But why do you 
palle ouer the grace of graces in her, which 
deſerue perpetuall honoz:namely her godly 
zeale and knowledge, in pꝛofeſſing & publi⸗ 
Heng þ gieius Solp of Jeſus Chl, 
abandomng vour e 
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hy mozeouer did pou not peelde to her 
highnes al thiks frd the heart, fn her excee- 
ding clemencte , by the which many of pou 


liue, & pet ſhew pour ſelues vnwozthy of ſo 
great mercie: If the giftes of enemies be 
giftleſſe gifts (as the pzouerbe notech) what 


are the bare woꝛds of them chat are moze dil 
loyall in deede, chen they can ſhewe them- 
ſelues lopall in woꝛdes: But be it knowen 
to you, that her Maieſtie by her rare giftes 
which you acknowledge, woulde eaſily ſee 
pour flattering hypocriſie, and your groſle 
preſumption ot her readineſſe to incline, oz 
rather to decline to pou: and mozeouer rea- 
dily iudge of pour ſandy foundatiõ, and vn⸗ 
tempered moꝛter, if either pour letters were 
worthy the leaſt reading, oz your ſelfe meete 
fo2 any place in her moſt honoꝛable pꝛeſẽce: 
Your faire light woulde be dimme in the 
bzightnefle ol her wiſedome, your good me⸗ 
chode would appeare to haue a great maime 
at her learned conſideration, & pour plavne 
dealing would ſhew it ſelfe plaine dallying 
witch Gods cauſes, if in the ſingular dexte⸗ 
ritie of her iungtment, thee were pyelent at 
your diſputatiũ on ſermbs to giue ſentence. 
Therefoze let mee heere once chalenge and 
a. TE =" 
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out.into ſeditious and diſloyall ſpeach,asts 
offer that wꝛong to her Paieſtie c wiſdom, 
in ſuggeſting to her ſubiects, chat ſhe can be 
remoued with a ſhaken reede, who was not 
moued in the caule, at the earneſt ſutes, and · 
chꝛeates of mightie Pyzinces. Wheremn as 
her Maieſtie hath receyued a notable pꝛero⸗ 
gatiue of Gods fauour , and hath ſingular 
cauſe to reioyce befoꝛe him in the peace of 
conſcience, that paſſeth al vnderſfanding: ſo 
ſhe hath made pꝛoofe to the woꝛlde, chat thee 
is reſolued foꝛ the happy cõtinuance of that, 
which hach had ſo happie and manifold blef- 
lings, and pꝛomiſetch moꝛe and mote, till we 
come to the fulneſle thereof fo euer. 

As ko her Maieſties loue to her peo- 
ple, and their moſt dutifull loue aud iope to 
her againe, it requirech no Poptſh Doctoꝛ 
02 doctrine to alter it:being already eſtabli⸗ 
ſhed m the knowledge of the Goſpel,which 
wotketh the eftectuall bonde of peace and 
perfection in ꝛince and people, Therefoze 
the ſecond poynt of this article is as eſũp⸗ 
tuous as the firſt. The firſt in zawing her 
Maicſties excellent iudgement and ʒeale of 
Gods houſe into doubt of alteration vpon a 
diſputation oz a few ſermons: the ſecond in 
calling her belt pzoccedings into accuſation

Golpell that hurtech the realme: it is you, 
ye Papiſtes, and your religion that hurt it, 
and would bꝛing it to miſerable deſolation, 


many yeeres ſince vou had done it, but chat 
the Loꝛd, of mercy and iudgement. ſtriueth 
whether he may ſhew greater tokens ol his 
gracious fauour to her Maieſtie # the land, 
02 indignation to vou, and pour moſt wic⸗ 
ked attemptes, in diſcouering from time to 
time ſo many of your ſecrete conſpiracies 
and deepc pꝛactiſes: and in meeting ſo hap⸗ 
pily with your open rebellions and inuaſi⸗ 


ons, In the woꝛdes following, the chalen⸗ 


ger docth trippe himſelfe , foꝛ hauing pꝛe⸗

are oppreſſed, and finde not equitie at her 
hande, O vniuſt complaynt, that J ſave no 
moꝛe. er mighty arme and lwoꝛd hath not 
bene ſo heauie, as the little finger of thoſe 
that perſecute the Church, Thercfoze, if 
mine aduiſe may be taken in good parte, J

But 
if anſwereably to our pꝛofeſſiũ we remaine 
yp Iſrael of God, though Egypt be plagued, 
pet there ſhalbe no complaining in the tents 
of Jacob, After theſe agges in woꝛds on⸗ 
ly, howe readte they are in the planting of 
Hopiſh religion to die at Tiburne o2 in any 
other toꝛments, he ſheweth vs that the ex- 
pence is reckoned, the enterpriſe is begun. 
To gather theſe matters, Firſt he publi- 
ſheth a general coſpiracie of al che Jeluitcs

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inthe world ( and they were not alone in the 


decrce)to die vpon our pikes, 0} to dam bg 
fro religiõ. Secodarily he foꝛe warneth de⸗ 
finitiuelp, that this their league, ſucceſſion 
& multitude, muſt ouerreach al the practi- 
ſes of England: Thirdly that the accõpt is 
made, & the enterpriſe begun. In reſpect 
of anything thele Jeſuites, o their adherẽts 
can doe, we haue no cauſe to feare at all, foꝛ 


their rage ſhal turne to v pꝛaile of God, who 


wil cõfound che foꝛ his trueth, & to get glo⸗ 
ry to his name. But in reſpect ot our ſinnes, 
in not bꝛinging fozth fruites woꝛthie of the 
Goſpell, we map feare leaſt ſome of theſe 
noyſome beaſts in their warmes caſt ſome 
ſhadow vpõ the tree of life. Touching thoſe 
laſf woꝛdes ſo plapnelp laping downe their 
multitude, confederacie, cheats and begin⸗ 
nings,J leaue any further to examine chem:

ing neere the heart of the common wealth, 
fo? the purpoſe and execution thereof, The 
laſt woꝛdes of this article are in ſound very 
plauſible (as the reſt ofhis ſpeeches)pyeten- 
ding nothing but trueth in his falſe cauſe, e 
nothing but louc in his ſeditious pamphlet. 
Therfoze let them be examined, Speaking 
of Popiſh religion, he ſayth it is of * 
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bare affirmation without any pzoofe, Do in 
all his letter he onely affirmeth, referring 
bs to his credite: whereasmen would rather 
be caried w reaſon. But his reaſ õs are to be 
looked fox, wht he commech to anſ were his 
chalenge. Pet to anſ were him with area- 
ſon, Poperie is not of God,foz then it could 
not haue receiued ſo great ouertinowes, on 
lp by the wond of God. Neither was p Ps- 
piſh religion planted in blood, neyther is it 
like whatſocuer is layd downe in 2agges) 
that in blood theſe Jeſuites oꝛ any other wil 
reſtoꝛe it. Other wiſe the woꝛdes may haue 
this true conſtruction:opiſh religion was 
planted in ſtrength, by ſheading the blood, d
